LE ; haue giuen eare vnto the pꝛopoliti⸗ 


had concerning the ſame with the moſt excellent 
Pꝛince and Councell of eſtate: Naue concluded ta 
anlwerethereunto in butefe. Viz. That they verie 
willingly doe vnderſtand that his moſt excellent 
Maieſtie, ſo graciouſly wiſheth all good from 
Bod, vnto thele vnited Pꝛouinces. And foꝛ the 
ſame theyt in like manner by their pꝛayer do wiſh 
vnto the laid moſt excellent and puiſſant 
ong 
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long life, faithfull Councell x pꝛoſperous ſucteſle, 
againſt the generall enemie of him and of all 
Chailtendome, | 25 

And as foz that which the aide Yonourable 
Loꝛd Ambaſſadour furthermoꝛe did declare at 
large, touching the cruell warres of the Turke, 
howbeit the States here befoꝛe by their many e⸗ 
uident ſignes and other witneſſes haue had vn⸗ 
derſtanding thercof, yet his koꝛces and the pert- 
lous Dangers ot Chꝛiſtendome being now lo ma- 
ntkeſtly repꝛelented befoꝛe their eyes, doe make 
them erceeding much agrieued. f 

Alſo the States be wholy of the ſame opinion 
and meaning with the ſatde moſt excellent and 
puiſſantKing. That if (all debate being ſet allde) 
the Kings and Pꝛinces did conioyne their wea⸗ 
pons and foꝛces in one, (which in the deepeſt dan⸗ 
— of —_— then Chit — — 

zought to paſſe.) That then omm 

lightly be freed from theſe miſchietes. 

But it exceedingly grieueth the ates: That the 
ſaide molt excellent King of Polonia and Swe⸗ 
den is ſo p2epoſteroufly incenſed by the euill⸗ 
willers of theſe Countries That his Maieſtie 
ſhouldthinke, that theſe warres which the ſayde 
States (being thereunto of nereſſitie foxced) do 
maintain: Be the caulſe that the Ring of Spaine 
conuerteth not his Souldiours and Treaſures, 
for the luppꝛelling of the Turke x of 5 other — 
m 
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mi es of Chꝛiſtendome. Foz in ſo much as concer- 
neth the States, the cauſe why they maintaine 
theſe lamentable wars which already haue con- 
tinued ſo many yeares: Hath beene long lince 
moze then ſufficiently vnto all Chuſtendome 
knovone, neither thinke they it now to be needfull 
no2 do meane to ſet down here in many woꝛdes, 
what — power is of Kings ouer 02 aboue their

wondꝛed at, that ( all Pariens being ouercome) 
in fine our God hath furmſhed weapons, whcre- 
vy vnder cenduct of the right puiſlant Regent 
the noble Pꝛince of Orenge: Firſt Holland and 
Sealnd,,and then afterwardes the other Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces did reſcue.02 franchiſedthemſelues, which 
they haue taken in hande much latter then the 
continuall crueities and tiranny ofthele Spani⸗ 
ards merited, and then the Pzinces and States 
of any other Pꝛouinces woulde. Who woulde 
not foꝛ the ſhozteſt while haue ſuffered the hun- 
dꝛeth part of thoſe miſchiefes and euils, which 
the inhabitants ot theſe pꝛouinces ſo many years 
ſince haue endured? : 

And how be it that the States of their natu⸗ 
rall loue to wardes their Loꝛdes, haue tryed all 
things that might tend to the auoyding of wars, 
and in like manner haue intended all meanes foꝛ 
peace, not onely by themſelues, but alfo that euen 
the Emperour, the Queenes Maieſty of Eng⸗ 
land, the King of Fraunce, and allo the Germa 
Pꝛinces haue beene mediatoꝛs therein. Bet ne- 
uer the neerer could theſame-be bꝛought to paſſe. 
Which is ti e tauſe that they p 
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uerthzow of many Towns, and after many ma⸗ 
ner of calamities ſuffred, beene conſtramed to be- 
take themtoſome other Counſel. | 
And ſo what at all times hath beene free fo! 
all Nations, that they may caſt off from their 
neckes the inſuppoztable burthens yea of the 
Kinges themlelues, as many examples can make 
manifeſt, The la me euer hath beene permitted 
and free foz the free nation ofthe Lowe Dutch 
Countries, in pꝛoceeding to make a lawfull and 
neceſſary declaration, that the Loꝛd of the coun⸗ 
trey is allen from all his right, the which thing 
many peares ſince hath beene not onely permit⸗ 
ted and concluded, but alſo by Edict oz Placat 
publiſhed. After the which many ol the Pzouin- 
ces condelcended vnto theDube of Alenſon byo- 
ther to the King ol f raunce to be their Loꝛd, and 
did after his deceaſe (as allo theretofoze) vnder 
the gouernment of the laid right excelent Pꝛince 
of Ozenge, agaynſt the Spaniardes followe oz 
pzolecute the warres, and he being in villanous 
manner alter the pꝛelident of barbarous nations 
(thzough publike rewardes p2opounded by the 
Spantardes) bꝛought to his ende trayterouſly 
not in publike battell but at home. Allo the ene⸗ 
mie they hauing recouered hope, that the affaires 
of theſe Countries woulde not onely come to la⸗ 
mentable commotion, but allo fall to vtter ruine 
and decay: Bet the lame notwithſtanding theſe 
Pꝛouinces by the helpe = God „9 
4 om 
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whome alone the States depend) haue onder 
conduct of his moſt woꝛthy ſonne Punce Maurice 
beene not onely pꝛotected, but alſo with his years 
encreaſed, growen, c in their bounds enlarged. 

Now in that concerneth the King of Spaine, 
and his intent and hart ( which beſt by his works 
may be kno wne.) It is notoꝛious that he inten⸗ 
deth nothing leſſe, then to warre againſt the 
Turke,butthat he vnder colour of vpholding the 
Konilh Religion, ſeeketh to raigne ouer all Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian Pꝛinces: Foz what els is o euer hath beene 
the cauſe ol his warres againſt the moſt excellent 
Queene of England? hat els hath moued him 
to ſtep into the French warres, and to leeke aftec 
the Kingdome of Fraunce? and to endeuour to 
withdꝛaw oꝛturne the Dukedome ol Guplik and 
cleaue from their right Londes and ſucceſſozs, 
where he fewe Monthes lince amongſt other 
his affaires tending to the lame, hath delt with 
the Emperour by the Admiral of Arragon? be⸗ 
ide the ſubtill fares by hin wzought againſt 
thoſe of Aken and noeſelb and moꝛe other Riſks 
eſtates and places, (iftruthmay be ſpoken:) But 
onely fo to become ouer all thingesof Chꝛiſten⸗ 
dome the vniuerſall Loꝛde? And foꝛ to-attayne 
thereunto the onely dꝛift ol the king of Spayne 
is, that he vnder external ſhewe of entreatie foꝛ 
peace might bung theſe Countrepes vnder tis 
power, with oppzeſſion of their auncient lawes 


and puueledges, and ſet oꝛ place downe the _ 


kries. 
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of his warres againſt the Pꝛintes of all king- 
domes there. here he ſhould find fozces both by 
water and land and alſo money in a readineſle. 

Which thing being by the Queenes molt er⸗ 
cellent Maieſtie of England diſcretly conlidered 
of, ſhe as a defendoz ot true Religion many yeare 
lince, is entred into League with theſe Coun⸗ 


And wher in reſpect hereol lateip, alſo is made 
àa League betweene the King ol Fraunce and ti e 
ſaid Queene ot England: The laide vnited ꝛo⸗ 
uinces are alſo accepted in and vnto the ſame, 
Wherevpon the ſaid Loꝛd Ambaſſadoꝛ may 
eallly vnderſtand, how inconuenient it is koꝛ the 
States in this conſtitution and ſhape of cauſes, 
to gine admonition of that which his Loꝛdſhippe 
doth pꝛopound, eyther vnto the fozeſaide Pꝛince, 
02 tothe particuler States of the ſeuerall Pꝛo⸗ 
Uinces afozeſaid. 
Elpectally conſtdering that they are inſtrut⸗ 
ted by ſo manifold examples, that the enemy in⸗ 
tendeth oz pꝛactiſeth not. ing but vnder the ſweet 
name of entreaty fox peace, to cloake the after- 
claps of warre, and to en. rappe them vn warily 
with deceat: Ok the whicg the States hope his 
moſt excellent Maieſtie wil earneſtly take conſi. 
deration and not ſo mucj accompt of his akanitie 
withthe K. ol Spain, but that he rather wil awa- 
ken vp xendeuour fox the vantage and welfarc of 
whole Chziſtendome. 3

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Andinthat the Loꝛd Amballadoꝛ made men⸗ 
tion of the letters of the moſt excellent King Stc- 
uen his Maieſties pzcdiceſſo2 . The lame hath 
vrene right acceptable, declaring very honoura- 
bly that Kings Countell in the gouernment of his 
people and Subiects. HE. 

And fo2 ſo much as the States minde in heart 
nothing moꝛe, then to ſatiſfie all Rings touching 
the caules ol theſe warres and other their pꝛocee⸗ 
dings. Therefoze they diligently haue anſwered 
the lame letters to the ende they ioyntly might 
make manifeſt, how carneſtly they alwaies haue 
endeuoꝛed to continue the good will and loue of 
the King ol poland towards theſe Countries. 

In which earneſt deſtreand will, they alwates 
will perleuere towards his moſt excellent Maie⸗ 
ſtie, not doubting but that his Maieſtte will in⸗ 
fringeably vpholde the mutable trafftcke a trade 
which cannot bee impeached ſo long as the com- 
_ lawes of all Nations in reaſon ſhall take 
place. 

Fox the reſt the aide States doe right hum- 
bly commend vnto his molt excellent Maieſtie, 
the welfare and eſtatcoftheſe Pzoutnces and wil 
againe moſt earneſtly endeuour, þ they may not 
onely delerue his Maieſties good will but allo 
encreaſe the ſame towardes them. 

The States alſo doe befeech the ſatd Hono- 
zable Loꝛde Ambaſſadoz, earneſtly to ſignifle the 
lame vnto his moſt excellent Maieſtie and 
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ly topzeferre theſe Countries, on which kindnes 
and letuice the ſtates will haue reſpect doh en oc⸗ 
ca ſion ſhall ſo require.
